Of the many thousands why have wan- 
dered forth, part have gone to America, 
part to Australia-and other British domin- 
inns.

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T once heard, “Ja, | have two sons m 
America,” intuiry revealing that one was 
in Australia, the other in New “#tulandl.

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PEDALING THROUGH POLAND 


An American Girl Free-wheels Alone from Krakow, and 
Its Medieval Byways, Toward Ukraine's 
Restive Borderland

JT 0S three years now since | toade fare- 
well to New York from the bow of the 

. President Rowevel and tumed my 
eves across the Atlantic, At last 1 was actu- 
ally off to see the world! The only indica- 
tion of the future was a passport bristling 
with visas for lands from France to Japan. 
My anticipation was high, but it held no 
real inkling Of the experiences awaiting 
lone girl roaming strange hinds. 

My route had been mapped out methodi- 
cally: three months in Europe, then in to 
Indin and the Orient. But other things 
were in store for me. 

Eight days of the luzv life on boaril ship 
did more than put an ocean between the 
boat and New York. It instilled in me the 
conviction that traveling was something 
you had to take as it came along if you 
wanted to vet unvihing out of it, Hence 
on the evening before Ianding I threw my 
itinerary lw the winds and decided to cvele 
from Geneva to Trieste. 

That spur-of-the-momen| decision led me 
from one adventure to another in my zie 
amy route across the face of Europe, For-

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STALKING BIRDS WITH A COLOR CAMERA 


An Expert in Avian Habits Persuades His Subjects to Sit 
Where He Wants Them, Even in His Hat 


By Arrave A. ALLEN 
Prof of Oroitholige, Coriell Unrperiile 


OR YEARS I had dreamed of 

making natuniu-color photograptes of 

birds, but the slowness and enstli- 
ness Of the film, the unsatisfactory results 
irom short exposures, and the evanescence 
of the colors warned me not to bein, 

Even in black-and-white photography, 
where because of modern ultraspeed films 
one is not handicapped by weak light, many 
technically perfect negatives are ruined bw 
the motion or poor position of the birds. 
In colour, sction shots seemed out of the 
question. 

Then, suddenly, all this was changed, 
At last the Eastman Kodak Company had 
perfected a color film which was nearly 
half as fast as the black and white films 
with which | had startect bird photography 
25 years before. Moreover, since the final 
image was compose! of stained velatin 
instead of silver purtiches, it would stand 
teat enartement without showing the 
cain that i the bane of the darkroom 
artist working with black-and-white nego- 
Lives, 

Here indeed was a chance to capture the 
charm of birds in action in living color, 


BIRDS CAN'T COUNT: TENCE THE 
‘GO-4AWAVSTAH 


Looking out of my study window at 
Tthacn, New Yurk, alianst June 1, 1 was 
oreeted by ao fine litte flock of purple 
finches, as well as by chickadees, nut- 
hatches, und blue jave that had frecuented 
ny feeding station all winter and spring. 

“The finches were good subjects ‘tu start 
on, but the Jight closé to the house and 
under the mulberry tree was too dim for 
a oolor camera, Therefore 7 mowed the 
automatic feeding device further from the

Birds appurettly cannot count, and if 
one person heaves, even though two were 
present a moment before, they are well 
satished that danger is past. My small 
son, David, served as my right- hand man 
in mast of the photugtaphic undertakings 
tte] was officially known as the “pn 
awnayster.” 

Birds are so active while leeding that 
exposures Of & mere faction of a second 
ate Necessary, and with color film the: lens 
must be awide open to admit enough fight in 
that brief wink of time. In fact, T hod 
learned irom sad experience that the cur- 
rect exposure for close-ups of birds feeding 
In bright suntight wes exactly Moth of a 
ecoond when the diaphragm was set al 
F. 4.5, its larwest aperture. At that stop 
there is litte depth of focus, so the birds 
Inst come to esactly the right spot anil 
stand more or less in profile before the lens: 

To accomplish this, | set up, mear the 
automatic feeder, a slender poet with a 
tress board oh top less than two inches 
wide andl six inches long. On the middle 
at this strip af wood T fastened a small 
twin te hold sunflower seed. Tn this way 
all the action would take place squarely 
in front of the lens—that is, if I remem: 
bered to empty the food from the adjacent 
autotnatic feeder before eoing inte the bline 
with my cartiera, 

The tin seed container was not artistic, 
S61 cameutlagd! it with towers from the 
vatiden, A coupe of milk bottles hung tu 
the post served as concenled vases for the 
flowers and kept them from wilting.

(or giving the Kodachrome film a real

Ry this time the purple finches were 
molting, and theagh the portraits were In 
teresting to an ornitholowst for showing 
jhe progress of feather change, the birds 
were nel at their lest, 

After molling, however, some of them 
were touch improved, particularly the 
youns males of last wear, They resemisled 
theit brown streaked mothers until July 
and then gradually acquired pinkish 
feathers, By the last of Aupust they were 
rosy red all over, sHnewhat more intensely 
soon the crown and rump, 

The change from this pale rose colar to 
the deeper crimsean of the males 18 
accomplished without molting by a curious 
tvpe of feather wear that for years was 
not understood, It was formerly thought 
that new pigment had to be introchiced 
inte the feathers to brighten them, but we 
now know that in most birds the acquist- 
tion of new finety consists in wearin off 
the whole tip of a feather, which is fre- 
quently gray or rusty, thus expasing the 
color underneath, The house S[KATEAW 
for instance, nequires a tri black cravat 
in the spring by this sort of feather wear, 
and srw buntines change from brown te 
white merely by weuring) off the rusty 
edges of their white feathers 

With the purple finches, on the other 
hand. the feathers are net eden] with gray 
and there is 16 apparent change in their 
shape by feather wear. The fact is, the 
red pigment exists-only in the shaft of the 
feather ani) the miin hranches or barhe, 
and Lhis colar is mere or less concealed 
by the gray secondary branches of the 
bartis, called “barbules.” These wear off 
withont changing the shape of the feathers, 
and as the red shaft and barks become 
nore conepiowous the birds acem actually 
to change color, becoming touch brighter. 
The color fim accurately registered] some 
OF these changes. 


MANY SUHTRCTS IN 


It must not be thought that | spent 
all my time in the grass blind im the 
garden, though | enjoyed watching the 
birds at close range and prayed for sun- 
shine between eight pnd nine in the morm- 
int 20 that | equld make a couple of snaps

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before specding to the campus to hold 
mv ClISses. 

My gricoate students began telling me 
nbout some of the birds’ nests they had 
been observing. A grouse was incubating 
out by the rifle range: a: kingfisher was 
feeding young ina sand bank not far away: 
a veery had a nest by the path in seme 
nears “hy woods: und soon, There were ab- 
viously plenty of subjects upon which to 
try out the color film. Whenever the sun 
shane, therefore, [planned to make hay by 
Slipping out of the laiboratery ond into a 
blind that T had set up near some nest the 
evening belore 

When 4 person sits quictly in a blind 
for two oor three bours be not only learns 
a great deal wbout the birds he is ob- 
serving and photigraphing. but he likewise 
locates by their songs the territories of 
the other birds in the vicinitw. While wait- 
ing for the grouse to return, for example. 
I located the nests of a scarlet tanager 
and an indigo bunting, while the king- 
fisher led to a chedtnut-sided warbler's 
hormne. 


NESTS ASD TRE ‘ANSES 


At various times | sought «ther sub- 
jects that would make good compositions 
for the color camera. About the first of 
July, for instance. the Cornell rose garden 
wae ft its- best and what could be more 
desirable than the combination of beauti- 
ful roves and interesting birds in the same 


color film? 


A search of the garden revealed several 
nests of robing, chipping sparrows (Plaw 
VIL, lower), amd song sparrows, the de- 
serted nest of a spotted sandpiper, and, 
most remarkable of all, the nest of a 
purple finch, Every purple fineli’s nest 1 
had ever found previously had been in the 
top of an evergreen tree; hence, what an 
opportunity was this! 

When 7 discovered the nest in the tep 
of a Lady Gay toae arbor the male was 
incubating, bit, uniertunately for the color 
film, he was stil in immature plumage; 
this, among the pink reas, was rather 
dull. He showed his immaturitw and lack 
of sophistication in other ways also, te 
cause in spite of all the visits | made te 
the garden, | never saw the female bird. 
Apparently he bad accepted the entire 
respwonsl bility for hatching the eees ane 
rearing the family, This he proceecied to 
do in a highly ‘efficient manner, paying

The desire for colorful combination 
often fequbee ingenuity and days of care- 
ful watching in order io be on hand when 
the Wirds and flowers were beth at their 
best Or tO ATinge a setting appropriate to 
the species concerned. 

Vers ago | saw a bluebird perched on 

i pink bollvhock in oa neighbor's garden 
and, ever since, | curried that picture 
in my titi hopin that T coulel some diay 
reproduce it with n camera. 

Finally the opportunity urrived when 
some voune bluebird were about to leave 
their mest box on one of the University 
Litihlings, and the hollyhocks, not too far 
awiy, were in their prime. Hoth the hos 
an the flowers had to be mowed to ert 
the birds to perch an the hollyhocks when 
returning with food for their youngsters, 
but the resulting pictures: seemed worth the

NESTLINGS CUARDID AGAINST SUNS THOR E 


In working with birds’ nests in-the boght 
sunlight required for action pictures ot 
color film, ote has to be extremely care- 
ful not to leaye young birds expnised Ln 
the direct rays for many Minutes ata time. 

Ordinarily a nest is well concealed “ted 
shaded by the surrounding foliage, which 
must be carefully bent aside when a photo 
raph of the parents feeding the voung is 
desired, Naturally one cannot ran out of 
the blind and part the leaves every time 
one hears the bird coming with food. Tre 
Heed, the parents will ustally not return 
ot all su long as they know one ix iy 
where arotind 

After bending uside the oltructing 
lnkves, cine must devise some convenient! 
method of shading the young while waiting

bunting’s nest, fur example, | coverer| with

More annoving, how- 
ever, was the fact that after once seeing 
the lens atu) hearing the shutter click, 
he would not return to the mest at all, 
but persisted in calling her off and feeding 
her on the fence hard by.

For a momerit the old) bird watched the 
berry go oodown ond then with another 
gulp browght up a large insect with wings, 
like & fly. IT was’ reminded of the old 
gag about the “alternating currant pie — 
“first a coral, then a: fiy." Well, these 
youngsters were having their pie brought 
jo them from a distance and not once 
during the whole morning did any of ther 
notice the wineherries (Plate 1),

Imagine sailing at ease the length of 
this world-renowned coast line, a hundred 
yards of so offshore, lounging ino glass 
inclosed crow’s-nest a few hundred feet 
above the sea!

This Club started advertising Tucson in 1922. As far as my 
records show, National Geographic pulled the greatest returns 
of any magatine in ites first insue, and has consistently done 
so up to the present date. Our First advertisement was 
numbered 143, and gince then we have established, af you 
know, —-04 as the Geographic key mumber; this season ia 1804. 
With the excertion of 1925, when for some reason or other we 
did not use Geographic, your magazine has been "tope", not 
only in inquiry pull but in quality and quantity of arrivele. 
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In the year juet past I find on looking up our records, that 
thip year we received inquiries without = break, from every 
back issue, with exreption of course of 1925, This is true 
of all previous years. In 1934 we had 15 inquirles ond one 
arrival from advertisement key 152%, and 9 inquiries and 9 
arrivals from advertisement key 204, printed in 1923. This 
sounds to me like an ewful jumble of figures, but what I am 
trying to say is that as I look at our statistical page of 
gccurately—-kept records, I find that until the present day 
there has: never been a single issue of the Geographic in which 
we sivertised, that has not produced inquiries cantinuously 
through the years from 1922 to this year, 1936-195). 
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Although thia Club has msintsined a policy of withholding 
actual returns by the gagstines used as media, I personally 
feel that the National Geographic stands as o thing apart, 
and that no other representative of a magazine or group of 
fagarines would resent my giving you this information.
